THE EQUALIZATION BILL. 
Mr. Mat asked the indulgence of the House io 
take up Assembly Bill No. 181, relative to the State 
Board of Equalization. The Board was waiting lor 
the bill to pass. 
The bill was read by the Clerk, and Mr. L each 
moved to amend one section, claiming that as the 
bill stoo l it gave the Board such powers as they 
should not he clothed with, it was giving them 
appellate jurisdiction—something unheard of in any 
Slate of the Union. Two of the members of the 
Board desired it should be stricken out. 
Sir. Ttler thought the amendment should not ¡ 
prevail. The authority was given ior a good p u r-| 
pose, and the Board should have the jurisdiction ¡ 
referred to. 
Mr. Young said instances were known where the 
Assessor had assessed the property ti*o.low, and the 
Board should have the pov.cr to raise it. 
Mr. May coincided with Mr. Tjler. The danse 
was calculated to r.a c h n o mure than a hundred 
men. 
Mr. Bennett thought the bill ignored the County 
Boards when they suould not b¿ ignored, and that 
the matter should be regulated through them. * 
Mr. D c Brutz said this was a bill against land mo­ 
nopoly, and those in favor, of such mon poly would 
fight it here and every w here. 
People should have 
the power to take their eases before the State Board 
of Equalization, and he was in favor of granting 
this, and hoped .he clause would not be stricken 
o a t« f the bill. The w >y to break up land monop­ 
oly was by carrying out the revenue lav,» in pursu­ 
a n t of tho principles oí the new < onstituti r,. - 
Mr. Cook hoped the clause would be stricken out. 
Under the revenue law the land should be taxid 
according to its cash value and i„s situation. The 
State Board equalized the different counties. The 
matter of equalizing the county taxation should be 
left 
the County Boards. 
Mr. Uartsox said the new Constitution c’earlv 
gave the right of appeal, but, us shown by Article 
XIII., Sec.ion 9, appeals should be considered bv 
both the State and County Boards, and the* appeals 
should be entertained by both Boards. 
Mr. Fox said the biil did uot conform to the new 
Constitution in the respect referred t > by Mr. Hart- 
son. However, the State Board ehould familiarize 
themselves with assessment rolls of the different 
counties, but they could not be expected to know 
all uboui personal assessment. As the bill was con­ 
strued by some of the gentlemen, the State Board 
would act on individual assessment. Let it be done 
by appeal. 
Let the County Boards first consider it, 
and then let it be taken up on appeal to the State 
Board. The bill ought to be amended as proposed. 
Mr. Young said there was a variance between the 
language oi the bill and the Constitution :that, per­ 
haps, was not intended. To avoid any possibility of 
doubt he thought it would be better to adopt the 
plain language of the Constitution. 
Mr. H ardy coincided with this view. 
Mr. T yler also favored the striking out of the 
words, as contemplated in the amendment of Mr. 
Young, because it gave the power intended by the 
Constitution. 
The auieudment of Mr. Young was adopted. 
Mr. May moved to refer bill No. 181 to the Ju ­ 
diciary Committee to perfect ii, so it could pass 
without vernal amendments. Carried on a divirion—

T EE WEALTH 
CF 
HE’J? 
TO RZ 


It is impossible not to bo struck by the 
great wealth and luxury disp'ayed both in 
its public and private buildings. 
It bar 
been a commonplace to speak of the growth 
of luxury in the Old World, and of the in­ 
creasing separation between the rich and 
poor, 
it is often said that the rich are 
getting richer and the poor aro getting 
poorer. 
I have always doubted the fact. 
The increase of wealth in recent years in 
England and in Europio generally has been 
mainly, 1 Ue-lieve, an iucicasc 111 the num­ 
ber of moderate incomes and an increaso in 
the wages of labor. 
But if the common 
saying is at all trneaiw where, I should say 
that the appearances ef ¡t are most 
conspicuous in such a city as New York. 
Costly and ostentatious houses are far 
more common than in London, 
shops for 
the sale of luxuries aro on an enormous 
scale. 
I doubt if there existí anywhere in 
London or in any capital c-f the Col World, 
such an establishment as that of Tiffany, 
in New York, for the sale of jewelry nod 
other articles of great cost. 
It ¡s an estab­ 
lishment, too, it must be added, not mere 
remarkable for its enormous extent than 
for the admirable taste of its dt.-’gns. 
Other “ stores” on a similar scale, for the 
sale of women’s attire, indicate the scale 
on w hich luxurious expenditure pi c vails 
among the richer classes tf America. 
And 
it must be so. 
The growing wealth of 
America is founded on the scvute rc -ea- 
sion of every clcmtnt which can* yield 
boundless returns, net only to industry, 
but, above all, to capital shrewdly used. 
In the Old World those who gain great 
profits are accustomed to look to the fu­ 
ture, and not to think only of the present. 
They seek investments which will be. a 
permanent record of their success, and be 
a lasting influence in the society to which 
they belong. 
They buy an estate, they 
build cottages, they drain and reclaim 
land. 
In the New World this incentive 
to saving docs not exist. 
Fortunes are 
expended as rapidly as they are made. 
A 
few individuals of great public spirit 
found or endow public institutions, < r be­ 
come munificent supporters of scientific 
research. 
But tuch persons are, and al­ 
ways must he, a very small minority. The 
tendency of things is to lavish expenditure 
and to luxurious living. 
I am not nowr 
arguing as to which of the two systems 
is the better. 
One great moralist of the 
last century has said in a celebrated 
passage that “ whatever makes the past, 
the distant, or the future predominate over 
the iiresent advances ns in the dignity of 
thinking beings.” 
But many political 
philosophers do not accept this doctrine, 
and are jealous of the wealth or of the dis­ 
tinctions which may he gained by individu­ 
als in one generation surviving in another. 
Whether tnis jealousy be good or batl, it is 
certain that laws or customs which are in­ 
spired by it tend to the quicker dissipation 
rather than to the more equal distribu­ 
tion of wealth. 
New York has all the 
appearance of being one of the most 
luxurious cities in the world, while the 
discontent of the working classes is often 
propitiated, if I may believe the gen­ 
eral cons<n,ion of my American fr en Is, 
by 
tolerating heavy 
taxation 
which 
these classes impose, hot to which they 
do not contribute, and by an expenditure 
of the funds so raised in a manner which 
is generally extravagant and very often 
corrupt.—[Duke of A rgyll, in Fraser’s 
Magazine.

}>I. do Leaaep3 waa subjected to a very 
searching 
examination 
before the San 
Francisco 
Chamber of 
Commerce last 
week, the spokesman of the Chamber, 
Captain Merry, being evidently particu­ 
larly well informed concerning the inter- 
o.canic canal project, and so being enabled 
to put 
very incisive questions, and to 
bring out the weak places in the scheme. 
The most difficult, and the least satisfac­ 
torily explained features of the undertak­ 
ing are. the carrying of the canal across 
the Chagres river over 40 feet below the 
level of the river bed, and the controlling 
of the flood-waters of the Chagres by an 
enormous dam. 
This dam is to be nearly 
a tnile long and 150 feet high, and as the 
heavy rains on the isthmus often raise the 
Chagres 40 feet in a single night, it 
is evident 
that the flood-watera 
are 
liable 
to 
pour 
into 
the 
dam 
in 
immense volumes, and w ith very great 
force. 
I t is proposed to construct a sup­ 
plementary canal to carry the enrplus 
waters from the dam ; a sort of waste- 
weir, in fa c t; but if this supplementary 
canal is (a3 it must be) built alongside of 
the main canal, it is evident th at it may 
produce a3 ; erioua embarrassments as the 
Chagres at flood ia capable of creating. 
The carrying of the canal across the river, 
the dam project, the question of a tide- 
loek, and tho stability of the cuttings 
through swamp land so light as to be al­ 
most incohcsive, all appear to constitute 
difficulties of a far more formidable charac­ 
ter than M. de Lessep3 is willing to ac­ 
knowledge. 
His main characteristic in­ 
deed seems to be a snperb aplomb and self­ 
confidence which leads him to answer all 
objections l>y referring to the trium ph 
over great difficulties obtained by him in 
the 
building of ih a Suez Canal. 
It 
must bo remarked, however, that there 
is really uo analogy between the two 
schemes from an engineering point of view, 
and that lha most serious obstacles on the 
Isthm us arise from peculiarities of topog­ 
raphy and'climatic conditions such as M. 
de Lusseps has had no experience of in his 
past career. 
The ptojeet is, no doubt, a 
magnificent one on the surface, and its suc­ 
cessful accomplishment would c rtainly 
add greatly to the facilities of r > . : .ercial 
communication. 
W hether a,: , g the ad­ 
vantages which it would create any bene­ 
fits to San Francisco are to be anticipated, 
is, however, quite another question, and 
one which the merchants of that city will 
naturally consider well before giving their 
indorsement and support to the enterprise. 


GANNON’S SENTENCE. 


Gannon, Kearney’s lieutenant and rival 
incendiary spouter, has been sentenced, 
like his leader, to six months imprison­ 
ment and a flue of a thousand dollars. 
Like Kearney he will appeal, and it is to 
be hoped th at both these cases will be 
passed upon 
by 
the 
Supreme 
Court 
promptly. 
The impression among lawyers 
appears to be that the legality of the 
sentí nces Í3 clear, and that the appellate 
Court will consequently confirm them. 
If 
th a t happens Kearney and Gannon will at 
once be sent to the House of Correction, 
and the last opportunity for organized 
resistance to the law will occur. 
If Kear­ 
ney’s followers accept the situation quietly 
there will be good ground for the conclu­ 
sion that the back of the seditious agitation 
is broken, and that better days are in store 
for San Francisco. 
Kearney and Gannon, 
however, are neither all, nor the most mis­ 
chievous, of the disturbers, and there can 
be no guarantee for permanent peace unless 
the leaders without distinction are removed 
from all opportunities for further dema- 
gogism.

The debates in the Assembly on the de­ 
bris question indicate the hopelessness o f :

The most conspicuous obstacle to legisla- j 
tion is the reluctanceof members to assume , 
any responsibility in the premises. 
They j 
are continually falling back upon fancied ¡ 
eonceptions of w hat their constituents will 
say to this or th at proposition. 
They are 
airaid to trust their own judgments, no 
doubt because they feel th at they have not 
sufficiently examined the question, yet 
they defer with strange tim idity to the 
opinions 
of 
those 
who 
know 
less 
about it than they do themselves. 
The 
general outcome, therefore, threatens to 
be a failure of ill the plans proposed, and 
this notwithstanding the fact th at the 
imperative need of prompt remedial action 
has been established beyond controversy. 
I t appears to us th at 
a 
most ca­ 
lamitous and discreditable fiilure, entail­ 
ing heavier responsibility than could be 
created 
by the 
breakdown 
of 
any 
attem pt to deal practically with tho sub­ 
ject, is before the Legislature, unless a 
determination is quickly reached to chake 
off the paralyzing and confusing influences 
now in operation. 
And it seems to us that 
at such a juncture there ought to be enough 
common sense and perception of duty 
among members to convince them that 
the case is one in which they must act 
with reference to the general interests in­ 
volved, and w ithout reference to the 
special conflicts of purpose which tend 
to defeat all action. 
It is not true, to be­ 
gin with, that the data for inri lligent 
legislation are unattainable. 
In faot the 
data are now in the possession of the 
Legislature.. The reports of the State Eu- 
I'iucer and of Colonel Mendell afford all 
O 
the information requisite to establish 
sound and safe conclusions upon. 
These 
reports 
show th at it is necessary to 
build dams in the mountains to keep 
hack the coarser debris, and th at in 
order to 
restore the rivers to 
their 
former carrying capacity it is also necessary 
to levee their banks. 
These two methods 
of relief and restoration form the foundation 
of the relief problem, and if the question 
is to be handled at once wisely and eco­ 
nomically, they should be united in w hat­ 
ever plan is adopted. 
Thus far, however, 
members have shown themselves quite as 
undecided as to what ought to be done, as 
in regard to the methods to be pursued. 
The intim ate connection 
between 
the 
building of dams and the building of 
levees has seemed beyond the comprehen­ 
sion of most members. 
Farmers who 
represent constituencies already injured by 
the debris have declared th at they only 
asked for a system of dams, and did not 
want any levees, being evidently ignorant 
of the fact th at no dams can save the lands 
of their constituents, unless levees also are 
constiucted. 


The question of raising the revenue, 
however, has been the rock upon which 
all the propositions have been shipwrecked. 
The hill which now hangs in the Assem­ 
bly, and which is so framed th at it would 
reduce the districts to the people who 
were directly injured, alcne, and thus se­ 
cure the failure of any action whatever, 
through the poverty of the districts, is, 
a3 we have already pointed out, equiva­ 
lent to no legislation at all. The Assembly 
cannot afford to play w ith this grave issue 
by passing so futile and abortive a meas­ 
ure. 
T h o principle of forcing the farmers 
directly injured to b ,ar so large a share of 
the expense is altogether unjustifiable, and 
moreover emild not be put in operation for 
the reasons above stated. If it is proposed 
that the miners aloue should pay for a sys­ 
tem of dams, it is possible th at they would 
accept th at arrangement, provided that 
they could obtain some guarantee against 
claims for damages hereafter ou the part 
of the farmers. 
Such a method would in 
fact be tantam ount to giving the miners 
license to go on with their work, even 
though 
the 
dams 
should 
prove 
to 
be ineffective 
in 
holding 
back 
the 
ilebyis. 
To 
this 
the farmers 
would 
of 
course 
object 
strenuously, 
nor 
could the Legislature in fact deprive them 
of their common law right of action for 
tort, in such a way. 
It therefore appears 
that there are strong objections to this as 
well as to the district plans which have 
liten submitted, and it is impossible to de­ 
vise any scheme whatever which will not 
antagonize some interest. 
But the fact 
that the subject abounds with difficulties 
cannot relieve the Legislature of responsi­ 
bility. 
I t remains true, notwithstanding 
all these conflicts of purpose and interest, 
th at unless remedies are applied without 
delay the gravest and most irremediable 
injuries will be inflicted, net only upon in­ 
dividuals, but upon the .State. 
And when 
all is said that can be said on the proposi­ 
tions which have been discussed, the con­ 
viction must become stronger th at the 
most just, defensible and statesmanlike 
policy is th at which contemplates the con­ 
struction of relief works with the revenues 
of the State. 
‘ 


It is said that “ the people ” will not 
stand such an arrangement. 
How do mem­ 
bers know w hat the people will stand? Do 
they believe the people to be so blind to 
community interests, so absorbed in penny- 
wise and pound-foolish habits, so ignoraDt 
of the part which community principle 
plays and • has always played iu govern­ 
ment, State and national, th at the}- would 
refuse to hear reason on this m atter ? We 
believe that the fear of popular displeasure 
is a mere phantom conjured up by super­ 
sensitive political mentalities, and th at it 
has no justification in fact. 
But whatever 
the truth may be in th at regard, this case 
is one which demands independent action 
from the Legislature. 
Tho representatives 
of the people are^ not merely delegates. 
They 
are 
expected 
to 
have 
minds 
of their own. 
They are sent here to 
transact 
business 
which 
the psople 
collectively cannot undertake, and they 
are supposed to possess enough sagacity 
and 
good 
sense 
to decide upon the 
best means of doing that business. 
They 
are confronted with a situation in which a 
dominant necessity for action is the lead­ 
ing feature. 
They find, out*ide of the 
scientific conclusions which at once call for 
action and indicate the nature of the reme­ 
dies, a great mass of confused and confus­ 
ing opinions, mnch of which is bred of 
jatring interests and ignorance of the sub­ 
ject in issue. 
If they attem pt tq seek a 
guide in this whirlpool of discordant coun­ 
sels they must fail, and their experience 
hitherto ought to convince them of the 
hopelessness of th at programme. 
There 
remains, then, but one method of solution, 
and it is to recur to the scheme of general 
taxation. 
Tho fact th at there is opposi­ 
tion to this goes for very 
little, for 
there is opposition to every proposal. 
But it is significant th at the opposition 
to this does, not come from the outside, a3 
does all the rest of the opposition. 
There 
is nowhere any organized or even tangible 
resistance to the general taxation plan in 
tho State. 
T hat plan has failed so far 


themselves. 
They have not waited for 
any manifestation of dissatisfaction with 
it, but have imagined th at sentiment, aiid 
act^d upon their imagination. 
W e believe 
th at in this they at e mistaken, but in any 
case they are morally bound to take ef­ 
fectual action on the debris question, and 
we are convinced th at the more they re­ 
flect upon it the clearer will it appear to 
them th at general taxation is the only 
method which can give assurance of prac­ 
tical relief. 
The success of the projected 
works would be a sufficient answer to any 
objection : but if the present session ex­ 
pires before anything has been done, the 
failure of members to perform their plaiu 
duty in the case will assuredly not he for­ 
gotten by the people.

MATTERS AT WASHINGTON. 


THE 
REPUBLICAN 
CONVENTION. 


We publish elsewhere the call for the 
Republican State Convention, which lias 
been fixed for April 20th. 
The call re­ 
hearses the salient points of the situation, 
dwells with marked emphasis on the sym­ 
pathy of the party with law and order, 
and its hostility to all communistic and 
turbulent movements, and expresses high 
cjiifidcnce in tho results of the coming 
campaign. 
This, of course, is all in ac­ 
cordance with time-honored custom. 
The 
Republican party in this State may justly 
anticipate some accessions to its ranks 
from those conservative Democrats who 
cannot count nance the notorious affinity 
of their organization with Kearneyism and 
cognate abuses, and if the issues to be sub­ 
m itted were purely local we have no 
doubt th at this tendency would have a 
well-defined effect upon the votes. 
As 
it is, however, it seems certain that a 
great 
deal 
will 
depend 
upon 
the 
action of the National Convention. Should 
Jame3 Blaiue be the nominee of the party 
at Chicago, a Republican victory in Cali- 
forniamay be confidently predicted. Should 
G rant be the successful candidate before 
the Oonventior, the outcome in lh:3 State 
will depend largely upon who the Demo­ 
crats nominate. 
If Tilden is the maD, as 
against Grant, the State would almost cer­ 
tainly give the latter a majority. 
If some 
other Democrat than Tilden is nominated, 
as for instance Thurman, or Hancock, or 
Seymour, or Bayard, and Grant was the 
Republican candidate, the contest here 
would he a very close one. 
Blaine can 
certainly carry California, in 
a word, 
aud so much cannot 
be said of any 
other candidate. 
If the Democrats and 
Kearneyites fuse, 
a3 it is now under­ 
stood they intend to do, this alliance 
may prove more damaging than beneficial 
to the Democratic cause, for it will fasten 
upon that party all the odium of Kearney­ 
ism. 
The fact th at the Republicans rep­ 
resent the principles of law and order 
and civilized progress would be brought 
into strong relief by such a fusion, and the 
result might be to counterbalance tho 
depressing effects of an unpopular nomi­ 
nation at Chicago. Meantime it is obvious­ 
ly the interest of Republicans throughout 
the State to give all the aid in their power 
to the tendencies which favor the success 
of the mau of their choice in the National 
Convention. 


A NEW DEPARTURE. 


A new departure has been made on the 
election laws. 
The House Democrats have 
agreed to make appropriations for carrying 
them into effect, w ith tho proviso that the 
election officers appointed shall be taken 
alternately from both parties. 
This plan 
was adopted on the suggestion of Garfield, 
who doo3 not appear to have anticipated 
its acceptance. 
It has carried consterna­ 
tion into some “ stalw art” breasts, the 
fear being expressed that it will spike good 
Republican artillery during the coming 
campaign, and practically destroy the elec­ 
tion fraud cry as an issue. 
I t certainly does 
promise to have this effect, but neverthe­ 
less it is best fot the country th at the 
Democrats in Congress should faithfully 
carry out the laws, and the Republicans 
have no right to require anything more 
than “ a fair field aud no favor.” 


GANNON, 
TEE 
AGITATOR. 


Six 
Months’ Imprisonment a n d , $1,000 
Fina—Released on. BaiL 
L. J. Gannon, found guilty of having 
used incendiary language on the sand lot 
ou the 20th of last month, was called for 
sentence in the San Francisco Police Court 
Saturday morning. Judge Rix, before pro­ 
nouncing sentence, said : “ The m atter re­ 
ferred to by counsel applies to Legislatures 
and law-making bodies. 
In passing la\v3 
these must observe the provision of the 
Constitution which provides th at penalties 
shall not be excessive. 
It does not apply 
to Judges, who are bound to observe the 
law, and so long as they keep within the 
law. 
This m atter of sentence comes di­ 
rectly home, and appeals directly to the 
discretion of a Judge, when he is allowed 
such by the law. 
There is a large discre­ 
tion under this ordinance, and a Judge may 
impose as low a fine as he pleases, or he 
may impose a lino of §1,000 and sentence 
to imprisonment for six months. As I have 
slid before, there ¡3 difference of opinion in 
this n,alter of sentence. 
There may be 
ascribed to a Judge motives, either one 
way or the other. 
Iu my judgment, if 
such things are allowed to weigh with a 
Judge, he would be unfit to hold his po­ 
sition. 
Education lira much to do with 
the m atter of penalty. To some who have 
been educated one way the smallest penalty 
may seem hard, and to others the extreme 
penalty may seem less than it ought to be.■ 
My education has been such that it leads 
me to deem anything that tends to disturb 
the people is dangerous to the community. 
If I am wrong in my ideas, which I think 
come correctly to me, then the people are 
at fault for having placed me here. "The 
judgment of the Court is th at the defend­ 
ant pay a fine of §1.000 and be imprisoned 
for six months iu the House of Correction.” 
The defendant was then remanded to the 
cpstody of the Bailiff, and went to the 
station below, where he remained until a 
few minutes before noon, when he was 
placed with other persons committed to 
the House of Correction in the prison van 
and driven to that institution. A t half-past 
2 o’clock in the afternoon the defendant’s 
attorney filed a motion of appeal, and the 
Court fixed bail at §3.000, which was fur­ 
nished, with D. R. McNeil, of 91 Seventh 
street, and James Harkins, of the north­ 
west comer of Twenty-fifth and Howard 
streets, as sureties. 
The Judge signed an 
order of discharge, which was delivered to 
the bondsmen, who went out to the House 
of Correction with it.

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DOSIESTIC NEWS. 


Secretary Scliurz* Agrcrnieut W ith the 
Iltci. 
[Special to the Rkcord-Uniox.] 
W ashington, March 21»t.—The Senate 
Committee on Indian Affairs will hold a 
special meeting to-morrow, with a view of 
taking action upon the question of ratifying 
Secretar)'' Sehurz’ agreement with the Utes. 
The committee will probably report that the 
agreement, or at ail events the bill submit­ 
ted by Secretary Schurz to carry it into 
effect, should be amended in several par­ 
ticulars, and they will undoubtedly insist that 
some handsome provision by way of a reduc­ 
tion from the Utes’ annuities be made for the 
benefit of Mrs. and Miss Meeker and Mrs. 
Price, who were so brutally treated by the 
savages. 
The exact features of the agree­ 
ment as to the lands which these Colurado 
Indians are to be allowed to occupy hereafter 
have not yet been published. They are as fol­ 
lows—the precise terms of the agreement be­ 
ing quoted literally : 
The Fijuthem Utes agree to remove to and settle 
upon the unoccupied agricultural lands on La Plata 
river, in Colorado and New Mexico, and such unoc­ 
cupied agricultural lands as may be found in that 
vicinity. The Uncompah. re Jtes agree to remove 
to aud settle upon agricultural lauds upon Grand 
river, in Colurado, and such other unoccupied agri­ 
cultural lands as may he found in that vicinity and 
iu the Territory of Utah. The White River Utes 
agree to remove to and settle upon agricultural 
lands on the Uintah Reservation, in Utah. 
Senator Teller opposes the granting of the 
unqualified options above set forth in regard 
to the Southern and Uncompabgre Utes, be­ 
cause the agricultural lauds in New Mexico 
and U tah, in the vicinity of La Plata and 
Grand rivers, having long been open to set­ 
tlement, are, he says, already occupied, and 
the practical effect of granting these options 
will be to allow the Utes to absorb uearly 
800,000 acres of agricultural land within the 
boundaries of their present reservation, which 
in his opinion will leave little or no agricult­ 
ural laud within those boundaries to support 
the anticipated settlement upon its vast ex­ 
tent of mineral territory. 
Tlie Etc Investigation—Reticence o f ttic 
11 i I nesses. 
W ashington, March 21st. — The House 
Comuiittte on Indian Affairs is likely to have 
a case of insubordination to take care of, and 
it may be that the public will see the novel 
spectacle of a party of Indians brought before 
the House for refusal to answer questions, as 
white men have often been. In e examina­ 
tion of Chief Ouray has been going on for 
several days, and the committee have been 
immensely entertained by the statements of 
the famous Indian ; but when a delicate sub­ 
ject was reached—tho outrages that were 
committed upon the women of the Meeker 
agency—Ouray began to .-how for the first 
time that taciturnity which has always been 
represented as characteristic oi his race. 
His 
wife, who i . a woman of uncommon intelli­ 
gence and ability, was tried, but found 
even more 
reticent than her husband. 
Then 
Jack 
and 
Towanack, 
two 
of 
the associated chiefs, were placed upon the 
stand, hut none of them can he persuaded to 
speak a word in rela’ion to the barbarous 
treatment which the Meeker family received 
from their tribe. 
The committee were 
amused at first at the ingenious methods of 
evasion, but after consultation it was agreed 
that this was an important branch of the 
inquiry, and the attitude of the committee 
became more serious. 
Chairman Scales ex­ 
plained to the Indians that the committee 
had been directed to ascertain the true his­ 
tory of the whole affair, and told them that 
they would be expected to relate all they 
knew about it. 
He dilated upon the serious­ 
ness of the question, and the effect their 
answers might have opon legislation to 
be hereafter adopted by Congress. The com­ 
mittee, he explained, were in possession of 
the statements of the victims, aud it was duo 
to the Indians that their version of the cir 
cuuistances be given. 
The committee should 
insist upon a full and accurate statement of 
all their information, and would detaiu them 
in Washington until that statement was 
given. 
Ouray aud his companions listened 
attentively as Mr. Scales’ remarks were in­ 
terpreted to them, aud then left the commit- 
tee-room. I t is learned that they have had 
several councils over the situation, but their 
decision is not known. 
Tlic Unfinished 
Double-Tlirrcttd Mon­ 
ito rs. 
[Special to the Record-Union.I 
W ashington, March 21st.—The Senate 
Naval Affairs Committee will this week .sub­ 
mit a written report on the House joint reso­ 
lution providing for the creation of a Board 
of navy officers to examine the present con­ 
dition of our unfinished double-turreted mon­ 
itors and report wheUfbr or not it is advisable 
to complete them. The committee will, at 
the same time, incidentally report oil the res­ 
olution of the California Legislature which 
asks an appropriation to complete tiie Mo- 
uadnock, now at the Mare Island Navy 
Yard. 
They will report that the original 
contract for the construction of the Monad- 
nock was entered into legally, and that it is 
entitled to consideration upon the grounds of 
equity, which they say are wholly wanting in 
the cases of the Puritan, the Amphitrite and 
the Terror; the contracts for their construc­ 
tion having been unauthorized 
by law. 
Neverthelets the majority of the committee 
are of the opinion that, as the plans of the 
Monadnock’s construction were furnished by 
the contractor, it will not be wise or prudent 
to authorize her completion upon those plans 
until after the proposed Board shall have care­ 
fully examined the question whether they 
should not be changed or, perhaps, wholly 
abandoned.

Chicago, March 21st.—The Inter-Occan'i 
\V ashington special says : Senators McDon­ 
ald and V ooriiees, of Indiana, the Demo­ 
cratic Representatives and some Indiana 
Democrats'resident in Washington, held a 
meeting last evening and organized a Club to 
help on the Hendricks “ boom.” Represent­ 
ative Cobb was chosen President, and the 
headquarters will soon be opened and a 
literary bureau put in operation. His friends 
profess to entertain considerable hope that 
he may get the nomination at Cincinnati, 
basing it largely upon the fact that he is the 
second choice of so many Democrats, espe­ 
cially in the South. 
Voorhees encouraged

Tree3 of four and five feet 
in diam eter were torn up by the roots, or 
had their giant trunks snapped like reeds 
at distances of 20 to 40 feet from the 
ground. 
W e are glad to state th a t our 
reports do not include any loss of human 
life, though the escape of some of the mi­ 
ners of that vicinity was little le^s than 
miraculous. 
A monster pine, fully five feet 
through, th at stood quite near a cabin in 
which several miners were abed, broke 
about 25 feet from the ground, and its tre­ 
mendous top fell with a terrific crash right 
across the roof of the cabin, but did no 
injury to the latter.—[Flacerville Democrat. 
An old miner and mill man of this city 
is of the opinion th at there will he more 
mill-stamps erected during the next four 
months than there are at present running 
in this vicinity. 
Tiie ground on which he 
bases his opinion is well founded, having 
obtained his information from parties who 
have large orders for the construction of 
new mills and stamps. 
H e claims that 
there will he busy times for the eaw-mills 
as soon as the w eather moderates, and the 
roads will admit teams into the timber. 
They have large orders on their hands, but 
are unable to do anything, owing to the 
severity of the weather. The future pros­ 
pects for this section are very bright, and 
there is not the least doubt that as soon as 
the hydraulic claims are able to work, and 
the mills to start up, better times will be 
experienced in this city than has ever been 
known for several years.—[Nevada Herald. 
On Monday evening last, Coroner Red- 
fern was notified that a human skeleton 
was found by some miners over the hill 
back of Rich Flat, at the head of R attle­ 
snake Ravine, about a mile from Auburn. 
Next morning he went out to the place 
designated, gathered up the bones and 
brought them in in a sack. 
An examina­ 
tion by Drs. Todd and Shackleton dis­ 
closed the fact that they were the bones of 
a female, 
probably of a Chinawoman 
named Topsy, who mysteriously disap­ 
peared from Auburn shortly after the mur­ 
der of William McDaniel, in January, 
1867. 
One Chinaman was hanged for com­ 
plicity in the crime, and two others were 
strongly suspected. 
I t was very generally 
believed th at she was murdered because 
she knew something about the crime, and 
this suspicion is now, in the almost univer­ 
sal popular belief, fully confirmed since the 
discovery of the 1 iones above mentioned.— 
[Placer Argus, March 20tn. 
The Vallejo Chronicle tells this story of 
a new dodge: 
A woman, evidently a 
stranger, entered a grocery last evening, 
and ordered a pound of the best coffee. 
She carried a jar under her arm, and when 
the grocery mau was about to pour the 
coffee into a paper bag, the customer told 
him th at she wanted to have it dumped 
into the jar instead. 
The man did so, the 
female leauing over the counter and still 
holding the jar under her arm, with the 
bottom of the vessel concealed. 
When ehe 
had received the coffee the female put her 
haudin her pocket, and with a well feigned 
expression of annoyance cried :

clare, I have left my purse at home ! 
I’ll 
just set the jar of coffee down on the 
counter here while I run home and get the 
money.” 
She placed the jar on the counter 
and w ent out, but failed to return, and 
when the grocer picked up the jar he was 
surprised to find th at it did not contain any 
coffee, and th at the bottom had been 
knocked oat. 
It then flashed npon his 


mind that when he poured the coffee in 
the jar it ran through into a bag concealed 
by the female sharper. 
A few evenings since as J . B. Redmond, 
was nearing his gate; on the road from No­ 
vato, a shot was suddenly fired at him by 
a man from behind and a ball wlustled 
close past his head. 
His team sprang into 
a run. 
Ju st ahead was a bridge. 
The 
team did not cro.-s the bridge, but veered 
to one side and dashed across the bed of 
the creek. 
The ditch was five or six feet 
wide, and three feet deep, and how it was 
crossed in safety will always be a m ystery. 
Yet nothing was broken. 
Mr. Redmond 
saw the man, but it was only a glimpse, as 
the team sprang to run. 
Fortunately his 
gate was open, and he was not delayed by 
it. 
N ext morning the man’s tracks re­ 
vealed that he ran down the bank of the 
creek, from the place where lie fired, to the 
bed, there being no w ater fh the creek, aud 
along the creek bed to the gate, where, no 
doubt, he had expected to intercept his 
victim, either to fire again or to rob his 
body if the first shot bad taken effect. 
[San Rafael Journal, March ISth. 
A dispatch was received here on Mon­ 
day front Judsonville stating that sevtral 
hundred miners were there trom Nortou- 
ville and Somerville, to prevent the men 
who had just been engaged by the pro­ 
prietors of the Empire mine from going to 
w o rk .at the agreed upon rates for min­ 
ing the coal, and it was apprehended that 
there might be serious disturbance. Sheriff 
Malian w ent up Monday evening, and from 
him, on his return, we learned that no 
violence threatening intimidation was in­ 
dulged in by the visitors from the other 
mining villages. 
They declared their visit 
to be simply for the puq»ose of conferring 
with the newly-engaged men, and convinc­ 
ing them, if they could, that they ought 
not to go work at the proposed rates, as it 
would tend to a general reduction of miners’ 
wages if they should do so. 
The confer­ 
ence they sought with the newly-engaged 
workmen was granted ; hut the arguments 
against the policy of their going to work 
were not sufficiently strong to prevail upon 
them, as would appear from the fact that, 
after the conference the new men w ent to 
work on the terms of their engagement, 
and there has since been no attem pt to in­ 
timidate or coerce them in the matter. 
But it is intimated that the concerns of 
mutual interest are still held under con­ 
sideration by the parties, and may lead 
them to some agreement in tiie early fu­ 
ture.—[Contra Costa Gazette, M arch 20th.

S an J ose, March 21st.—Considerable con­ 
sternation was produced here to-day- by the 
announcement that 
last night, about 11 
o’clock, Miss Lou M. James, a beautiful girl 
aged about seventeen years, niece of Mrs. 
Levi Goodrich, 
formerly Mrs, Sarah L. 
Knox, had committed suicide at the latter’s 
residence ori First street. An inquest was 
held this afternoon, previous to which all 
kinds of rumors were prevalent. Deceased 
and a younger sister came to this State with 
Mrs. Goodrich from their home in Spring­ 
field, Illinois, in 1876, when their aunt re­ 
turned lrom the Centennial Exposition, for 
the purpose of attending school, and Mi-s Lou 
wasexpected to graduate from the high school at 
the end of the present school year. 
The 
facts elicited at the Coroner’s inquest this 
afteraoun were as follows : For a few months 
past deceased bad been engaged to be mar­ 
ried to a young man residing at San Fran­ 
cisco, who is employed at the San Francisco 
Mint. 
He visited her regularly, and every# 
thing was apparently particularly harmonious 
between them. 
He was in this city- for the 
last time on the 13th instant, and was ex­ 
pected here again last evening. She was of 
a very happy disposition, but since the visit 
of her fiancee she appeared more so than 
usual. 
The only particular thing noticeable 
was the avidity with which she inquired daily 
for letters, but none came. Last evening 
Mrs. Goodrich returned from Sacramento by 
the 5:30 train, and noticing that Louisa seemed 
depressed in spirits, asked the cause, but 
was told that nothing was wrong. After sup­ 
per she went to the front gate and waited tiil 
the last train from San Francisco arrived. 
Her lover not coining, as expected, she after 
a short time returned to the house. 
Her sis­ 
ter was playing the piano, and asked her to 
join her. Birr refused, saying she was not in 
a 
singing 
mood, 
and 
went direct to 
her room, which she occupied together 
with her sister. 
Some time later the 
sister went to 
the 
room, 
and 
bsfoie 
retiring, at the request oi deceased, v.-eut 
down stair* after a school book which de­ 
ceased said she wished to study. ¡áhe sat 
down and commenced to study the lesson. 
Her sister then retired. About half past 10 
the younger sister was awakened by deceased, 
who told her to go and call her aunt. 
She 
replied, “ What for. Lou? Aunt is asleep. 
I will do anything for you you wish.” 'lo 
which answer deceased said, “ No, you can­ 
not ; I want aunt. Call her quick.” “ What 
is 
the 
m atter?” 
asked 
the 
other. 
“ Nothing; but call aunt.” 
“ There must 
be something 
serious, 
else 
you 
would 
not 
want, 
to 
disturb 
Aunt 
Sarah 
at this hour.” To which deceased replied ; 
“ I have taken strychnine, aud atn riving; 
call aunt, quick.” Her'sister asked, “ W hat 
have you done this for ?” .and the unfortunate 
girl replied, “ Oh I you could not under­ 
stand.” 
Mrs. Goodrich was immediately 
aroused, and on entering the room Mis* James 
said. “ Oh ! aunt, X am dying. Forgive me.” 
Just then convulsione commenced, and lasted 
until she died, half an hour later. Nothing 
further w-as elicited. I t was also stated that 
some time before, deceased had declared that 
she intended to make a bonfire of all her let­ 
ters, aud as none of these w*ere found it is be­ 
liever I that she destroyed them. It also came 
out that several times she 
had 
in 
a 
joking way said she thought she would “ turn 
on the gas.” A day or two ago a mirror 
was broken in the house, and when the cook 
said it was a certain sign of death in the fam­ 
ily she said, “ I don’t know but what cook is 
right, a* I think I shall 
turn on 
the 
gas 
soon.” 
No vestige of 
the 
poison 
could 
be 
found. 
As 
she 
had 
not 
left the house the day previous, it is 
known that she must have procured the 
poison before that time, and that the suicide 
was premeditated. As usual, there are sev­ 
eral rumors, not authenticated, going to show 
that her lover had discovered that she had 
been too intimate with the son of a retired 
doctor of this city; that she had confessed 
this to him at their last meeting ; that he had 
apparently forgiven her, but his failure to 
write and to come at the time appointed left 
the impression that he had deserted her, and 
she in despondency took the fatal drug. The 
only explanation appears in the fact that she 
did not get a letter or visit. The suicide is 
deeply regretted. 
It is said that the name of 
her lover is Potter, and he is said to be a very 
excellent young man.

W ashington, March 20th.—The session 
was for dehate on the funding bill, and the 
House went into Com m ittee of the W hole. 
Felton favored his substitute, requiring the 
Secretary of the Treasury to redeem bonds 
coming due at stated intervals w ith gold and 
silver in the Treasury in excess of 25 per cent, 
of outstanding U nited States n otes; also, re­ 
quiring the Secretary to purchase four mill­ 
ions in bullion m onthly at par for coinage into 
dollars, and prohibiting the issuance hereafter 
of interest-bearing bonds. 
Orth thought a 31 per cent, bond would 
bring par, and contrasted the present state of 
affairs with that tw enty, years ago, when, 
under Democratic rule, public securities ceuld 
only be negotiated at twelve per cent. _ 
Frye and K elley engaged in a discussion as 
to whether the public debt could be paid in 
tw enty years. 
K elley said it could in fifteen years at the 
present rate of decrease, to which F rye as­ 
sented, but said the present rate could not 
continue forever. 
K elley declared that with the stoppage of 
cancellation, greenbacks and remonetization, 
the silver depression ended and the country 
was redeemed. A ll his prophesies were tilled. 
Frye said he would vote for the bill, but 
believed that in the next ten veare the country 
would not see a lower rate than 3A per cent. 
The history of financial management in this 
country since the war was the most magnifi­ 
cent ever written, from the dawn of creation 
to the present tim e, arid was due to the 
sagacity, perseverance, fidelity and courage 
of the Republican party, who siood against 
inflation and repudiation and saved the in­ 
tegrity of the country. 
M ills opposed the funding system *nd the 
whole financial system since the war. 
W e 
wanted not a strong but a just Government, 
and no m ilitary arm would then be needed 
to stay its destruction. 
Dunne!! reviewed the condition of the pub­ 
lic debt, and Haid the finances of the U nited 
States had always been managed by great 
men, and the name of John Sherman would 
go down to posterity alongside those of pre­ 
ceding Secretaries of the Treasury. 
Samford closed the debate. 
An A n li-th in e s e A rg u m en t. 
W ash in gton , March 20th. — The P oit 
(Democratic organ), under the heading of 
“ A u Unequal Bargain,” publishes an edito­ 
rial, showing that by the Burlingame Treaty 
we give China a great deal more than we re­ 
ceive, and that, in fact, it secures to us noth­ 
ing except a few rights of trade which we 
should have if no such treaty existed. 
The 
editorial concludes as follows : ‘ ‘ The treaty, 
while it stiuds, m ust be fulfilled, but it can­ 
not be too soon abrogated as to most of its 
provisions. 
W e m ost see that this country 
shall not be overrun with a turbid tide of 
A siatic degradation. 
China has shown us 
how to do this, ky fixing up certain ports 
where Americans m ay enter, and certain 
places where, under defined conditions, they 
may reside. 
In a new treaty with that Em ­ 
pire we must follow this example. 
If we 
have any single right as a people it is that of 
self-protection, and uuder this right wo are 
bound to say that the millions of A sia shall 
not occupy this country, or come here in such 
numbers as to do us harm. 
It is stated that 
a commission to negotiate a new treaty with 
China w ill soon be appointed. 
I t should be­ 
gin with a fair understanding that China is 
incapable uf giving us much that we would 
not possess were there no international com­ 
pact ; that China is too exclusive to fairly 
claim a standing with treaty-m aking pow ers; 
that we are ready to extend our commercial 
relations on fair terms, but do not intend to 
adopt and t.'ke home the miserable millions 
of that God-forsaken land.” 
M in in g Case D erid e d . 
W ashington, March 20th.—The Commis­ 
sioner-General of the Land Office to-day de­ 
cided the case of John A . D avis against the 
Seaton M ining Company, Sacramento dis­ 
trict, California. 
The claim of Davis was 
rejected, and the Seaton Company are al­ 
lowed to enter the mine oa completing proof.

C h a rg ed w ith F c r jn ry . 
N ewY okk, March 20th.— Vesterday Judge 
Otterburg, of Jefferson Market Police Court, 
on application of Mrs. Delia Little, a lady 70 
years of age, residing at E ast One Hundred 
and Third street, issued a warrant for the ar­ 
rest of Jam es T. W illiam s and Fanny E. 
W illiam s, his wife, whom Mrs. Little charges 
w ith perjury in swearing to false affidavits, 
on which, in October, 1873, she was sent to 
the Work-house by the laté Police Justice 
K asinine. 
W illiam s was arrested to-day and 
brought to Court, but his wife was ill and 
confined to her bed. Mrs. L ittle, in telling 
her story, said she married W illiam L ittle, a 
prominent lawyer of Ban Francisco, in which 
city she lived until June, 1878. 
During the 
Buchanan campaign L ittle weut to W ashing­ 
ton, in a Government capacity, where he 
died of pneumonia. 
She took ill, and it was 
supposed she was dying, when word was sent 
to her nephew and niece in this city. 
The 
former went on there, and as she was pos­ 
sessed of considerable property, he persuaded 
her to sign a paper which she thought was a 
lim ited power of attorney, but which was in 
reality a conveyance of 
her property to 
him. 
She 
recovered, 
and 
accompanied 
her nephew to this city, arriving here in J uue, 
1878. 
A fter the money she had with her 
was spent, W illiams and his wife began to ill 
treat her, and, finally, she announced her in ­ 
tention of returning to San Francisco. 
Her 
relatives agreed, and October 8th a carriage 
was srdered to take her to the depot. 
A 
strange man then appeared and took charge 
of Mrs. Little, and she was taken to the 
Tombs, where Police Justice Kasinine came 
out anil looked at her, and after reading some 
affidavits, which Mrs. Little says were false, 
he signed a paper com mitting her to the 
work-house for six months as an habitual 
drunkrd. 
A fter her release she went to her 
nephew to demand her property, but the 
door was shut in her face. 
She brought a 
charge of grand larceny against her nephew 
and niece after she came out of the work­ 
house, and they were held for trial at the 
general sessions of the Court, but owing to 
some unknowa circumstance bail was dis­ 
charged and the case never reached trial. 
Mrs. Little produced witnesses to-day who 
swore that she was not an habitual drunk­ 
ard. 
W illiams waived an exam ination, and 
l i s bail was then fixed at 82.000. 
The worst 
feature in the case is that the statem ents 
sc id to be sworn to by Mrs. Little before 
Judge Kasuiine, and said to be signed by 
hw with an X as her mark, she states posi­ 
tively she never saw.

G lad sto n e's D en iiu eiatloii o f tu s ir iv . 
L o n d o n, M arch 20th.—The campaign in­ 
creases in activity. 
The Liberals seem more 
confident. 
Their organs predict an over­ 
whelming victory. 
Gladstone’s speeches oc­ 
cupy more space in the newspapers than 
those of all the other candidates together. 
Gladstone made a bitter denunciation of 
Austria in his first speech at Edinburgh. 
A 
lorrespondent reporte! that the Emperor of 
Austria had told the British Embassador that 
Gladstone disapproved of Austria’s foreign 
policy, and that the Emperor hoped Beacons- 
tield would be successful in the election. 
Gladstone, repeating this statement, said if 
the electors approved Austria’s foreign policy, 
he would advise them to vote for the reten­ 
tion of the Beaconsfield M inistry. 
Austria, 
he said, has ever been the unflinching enemy 
of freedom in every country of Europe, and 
there is not a spot on the whole map wliero 
one could place his finger and say : 
“ There 
Austria did good.” 
T itc E n riisU P o litic a l S itu a tio n . 
London, March 20th.—The kingdom is 
com pletely absorbed in the elections. 
Par­ 
liam ent expires like a candle without an evil 
sm ell. 
It has been devoting its last hours to 
passing a bill forced through by the M inis­ 
ters which facilitates corruption, by legaliz­ 
ing cab-hiring, thereby enhancing the vant­ 
ages of the rich and unscrupulous candidates. 
The Liberals consider that their position 
with the country lias decidedly improved 
during the week. 
They say that Lord Bea- 
consfield’s attem pt to make them assume the 
defensive has failed. 
The canvass is every­ 
where proceeding with redoubled energy, and 
the confidence iu a Liberal triumph is daily 
increasing. 
It is expected that Lord fllea- 
cousfield will announce some new and start­ 
ling coup, once Parliam ent has adjourned. 
The nomination of Herbert Gladstone for 
M iddlesex surprises the Tories, who expected 
a vralk-over. 
It is the best proof of the 
growing confidence of the Liberals and their 
personal devotion to Gladstone. 
The m ove­ 
m ent originated with Forster and Samuel 
M orley. 
The City Liberal Club enthusiastic­ 
ally supported it, and Gladstone telegraphed 
his assent. 
A meeting of leading Liberals 
ratified the nomination, and agreed to defray 
the expenses of the contest—about §50,000. 
Success is hardly to be expected, as the last 
Tory m ajority wa3 double the Liberal vote. 
The Queen departs next week for Baden, 
and w ill remain away a month. 
A s a change 
of M inistry would be impracticable during 
her absence, it is inferred that Lord Beacons­ 
field intends not to resign before Parliam ent 
meets in M ay, whatever m aybe the result of 
the elections, alleging that it is doubtful 
whether Hom e Rulers will support Lord 
H artington in m oving a want-of-confidence 
vote. 
The pretext is baseless, since it is now 
certain that all shades of opposition—Par- 
nellites, perhaps, excepted—will unite to ex­ 
pel the M inistry. 
Included in this are Irish 
Liberal Judges like McCowen, whom the 
Newcastle Liberal Association supports, be­ 
cause he lias pledged him self to vote for such 
a motion.
